■She Road Tax. 
Port' DouatAi, Nov. 13, 1800 
'Editor Britj^u Colomist :— Our usually 
quiet little town -has been thrown into quite 
a state of e«oit«mcnt lately, by the new 
«axes threatened -^o be inflicted upon us; 
not only by the jcroclamations of the new 
,tajc of half a cent per pound as toll over a 
bail road, but:the saprenie dignitary of Brit- 
ish Columbia — who we eiust suppose gets 
liis instruction* fro-tn E.vcallency the 

Govoriior — has been pletaed to inform our 
worthy judge ttait he must make every man 
' that works at a«yMgular*«jpIoyBMnt pay .t 
I traders' Ucente^ &re MIats |»er quarter ; 
' in a word, that our Uilor, earpeatec, black- 
smith and painter i( we had a cobbler ance, 
but he left for want of a job) iii*ll iMt be 
allowed to turn another ihonest peony at 
their trades till they pay their license. Some 
are disposed to lay die cauw) of thi« figorous 
ta.xation to the coai mnncer in which the 
people o! Douglas re<M>ive<d Hi* Ejcccllency 
.on hi.i last visit to thin pUjie. However it 
may be, he certainly father got the "cold 
shoulder," or, at any rate, be did not got 
much adoration, or eren atieh a reception ai 
a British CobDial Governor ought to detarva. 

The lax or toll (o b^eolleoted here seemB, 
from its oharaoter, to be some of the same 
handiwork that prodiieed the mule<tnx la<t 
spring; and certainly it ought to follow in 
{he same tiaok and become void, if for 
nothing else but to save the credit of its 
originators. In the 6tsl piMe, tlie road nevtr 
, has been in the condition that a to/I could 
be justly d«mand«l upon it. It was orifiu- 
ishod even when the sapperi left, and ihey 
did not oven finish what they promited. 
The sapper* miiy talk of it with liiumph, ai 
it is the^ly thing they have done in the 
colony; But it is no credit (o the makers; 
and the way the I'all rain U exposing the 
' flimsy workmanship of its embankments, 
makes it rather a reproach to their skill. 
The most that oaa be said of it \», that 
wagons have passed over it with light loads, 
and even they could not hare coniinued to 
travel till this time if the carriers, at their 
own expense, had not constantly kept men 
at work repairing it. But since the hrst an- 
nouncement of the now tax, private iridivi- 
duals have resolved to do no more to the 
road; consequen'l' . heavy rains have mide 
it a question of do ibt whether it can bo tra- 
vollod upon any r.ore this season. But our 
rulers, not consiJetiDg the state of the road, 
.and looking only at the question how much 
revenue will the tax produce, have unjustly 
.imposed this tax just at a time when it will 
prove most burthonsomo to the people and 
least productive; they bava laid it on too 
iieavily, and, like the dog and tho shadow, 
,aie likely to lose .the substaoco; for, how- 
ever they may think, it is too intolerable to 
be borne. This country is already hieavily 
tuxeil with 11 heavy tariif and toariaga duos 
.upon goods before they arrive here, and 
, .then before they leave lliey must pay a half 
\cent per pound ; and all this the resident of 
llbe upper country ^(though inoapable of earn' 
jng anything, on account of the cold winter) 
is compelled to pay upon whatever he eats, 
.drinks or wears ; for lot it bo understood that 
this is a country that comparatively pro- 
duces nothing, or at least a'moie fraction of 
what ii nequired by either man or beast, 
AMueqnentljr both man viA buKt pay » 



heavy tax to govctnment. Notwithstanding 
all this, tho merciiess, grasping office-hold 
ers, who soem to care for nothing else bat 
the increase of tho revenue, so that they can 
have their ill-earned salaries increased, 
have imposed a tax nob only on freight 
going through to the river, but upon every 
pound ol fet'd ;hat an animal eats after lear- 
ing Douglas. Surely, if in ancient times 
there was a curse on the man who muzzled 
the ox that treaded out tho corn, so surely will 
there be i\ double curse on tho covetous per- 
sons who iraj-ose such a heavy tax on the 
feed ol the poor pack animal. 

To understand the full imposition of this 
tax, you must know that this portage ot 28 
miles i.s the only place whore aualtompt hag 
yet been made to make a wagon road, or 
that the government has done the first thing 
whereby they can claim any recompense ; 
though after tho portage there are three 
large lakes, one portage of 21 miles, and two 
other smaller ones, all made passable by 
private enterprise ; and on these upper port- 
ages freight has to be carried on mules' 
baoks, requiring a large number ot them to 
be kept and fed upon barley, which has to 
pay the duty of half a cent per pound 
through Doaglai. In the winter seassn 
nearly half of tho freigli* leaving Douglar 
con.'<i9t» of foed for the other portages ; so 
that instead of the tax making only the dif- 
ference of half a cent per pound on freight 
to Fraser River, it makes a dilTerency of 
fully one cent, if not morr;. 

The tax bnlii:: imposeil ju.^t at. tins time, 
makes it particularly h;<rd upon nil p.irties, 
11.S business above in now nearly ixt a stand 
still, and most of what i.<< now being packed 
up will not realize anything till the spring; 
nnd therefore raorehanta will not be apt to 
piick ns much as usual when they Imvo to 
pay ten dolliits per too in the outset in hard 
cash, and wait till spring for their returns, 
Already- lioriie of the principHl packors are 
preparing to quit on ai;count of liie tax ; and 
many more will do the same if the t.ax i.s per- 
.si.ste'd in, nnd the re.fult will bo fbat parting 
above will have tu pay big prico.i again in 
the spring, or leave the country as many 
liiivo done before. 

On the morning of the tenth, the day on 
which tho tax commenced, our worthy judge 
hiid some notices posted up inrornimg the 
inhabitants that he had bean appointed col- 
lector of tho tax, and that he would he ready 
to give permit"! e.'ioh day between the hours 
of 10 tt. m. and ^ p. m." Thi« ciivo our citi- 
zeiia a uew *iden of busineo?, for they had 
not been used to waiting for official office 
hours, but !\lw."ir.H put uut their cargoes early 
in tho morning to oiiahio the traliiH to make 
the tirst stoppinj; place by daylight. How- 
ever, the conveiiienco of tho pubiio by of- 
fioials is not to be thought of liir a moment ; 
but according to the notice a person has to 
w.iit upon his honoi^ the judpt^ ftnd got a per- 
mit io olEoe hours if he only'wantti to .■send 
a. hack of potatui.s on an Indian's back to the 
fif.st house on the trail ; ."so you may juJgo 
that tho uew tax, to .nay tho least of it, is a 
diwgrKceful piece of o/Rcial bungling, only 
equaled by the inulo-tax. Truiliiig that 
this coleny will be speedily relievwl from 
its ttojust Tiiw-givors,

Politics. 

Politics has received a now spur from the 
resignation ol Capt. Cooper. The whippers- 
in of the Obstructives are again in tho field, 
bunily employed doinR tho dirty work of the 
party— if wo may be pardoned for calling 
the-Obstructives a party. AmonR tiie nutn- 
her who have peddled Obstructive nostrums 
IB a certain black-gownod gentleman, who 
has lately made an incursion into Esqiii- 
inalt district. We certainly have no objec- 
tion to ministers being politicians. We 
tliink tliat ihey should have the same right 
to vote and hold office as anybody else. 
The only thing wa object to is going out 
o.slensi bly on a gospel errand, but actually 
to palaver the electors over- with the idea 
that Burnaby is a belter candidate than 
Trimble. "There is a time fur every 
thing," says .he wise man ; and we say, 
there is a time to save sinners, and a time 
to canvass for voters. But whilst wb nra 
not advocating tho institution of godless 
politicians, still it would redound moro to 
the honor of Christianity were political 
movements kept purely political, and nut 
made politico-religious. A dislinguished 
ecclesiastic has nlroady done onouyli to mis- 
represent the politics of this Colony abro.id, 
without any of the same iinporlution c! 
black-gou ns being deputed to mi.-rel)re.-eiit 
them at home. Hereafter, if such Aminidab 
Sleeks become prominent, we shall fed 
inclined to wittidraw from the Gjvernment 
clique tho cognomen of Obstructive, and 
christen them anew— the Milksopj. 

So far asBsquimalfcnnd Metohosin counties 
are concerned there is no doubt but Trimble 
will be returned by a large majority. It lias 
always bad a liberal candidate in the As- 
sembly. Skinner was the fust; Cooper the 
second ; and now it will be Trimble— 
to carry out what l is predecessors have 
commenced. Mr- Burnaby would try to im- 
press on the eleclors tliat he is imleponden' 
of party or of Goveininenl. U is certainly 
a queer way to be independent tu support 
all the Obstructive ciindidales. He supported 
them when the Obstructivss rufused to in- 
quire into the financial condition of the^col- 
onv. by which it has probably lost huiidreds 
ofu.ousiu.ds of dollars. He lent his support 
then un the ground that if no taxes were 
imposed, the wheels of government weuld 
come to a dead-iook, six months ago and 
yet no taxes have been collected up lo the 
preset't. Such tHen is the consistent party 
of which Mr. Robert Burnaby is the inde- 
pendent candidate. 

We certainly think Mr. Burnaby has 
chosen •: very inopportune moment to enter 
the field as a political leiider. He had fiir 
better roll up his talent in a napkin ; for 
there is no chance now lo g«t hh coveted 
premium for it, as Obstructive stock is be- 
low par. The elootors of Ksquimiilt county 
ore what Mr. liurnaby is not— they are inde- 
pendent; besides they have no idea of 
Totina for any one but an indeoendent man, 
and that man— Dr. Trimble. So the soom r 
thocandiilate of the deformed party hides 
his diminished head the belter, and in ob- 
scurity repent of liis political errors, reao v- 
ing nevtr for tho future to allow siirli polil- 
ical bumboaters as Crease anil McKeii/.u! to 
paUdlo him about among the electors as 
^Soft tack." ; . \ 

Besides tho Esquimau county elootion, tho 
(inly now foaturu in inililicH is tin; nonteBted 
oU'ction ease of Dc (.Iohiuus :uh1 (iordon for 
Estjuimnlt town. Tho Ubstruutive.H uru id- 
ready on tho qui vive. They fully ox\>i'c\. 
Gordon to bo unsoatcd ; i«nd prosumo fnuii 
that that a now election will occur. How tho 
Election Coinmiltoo will dooide it is impoa- 
slblo lo say. Whether Gordon will bo un- 
SOlitud or Do CoMuoH satited in his pl.-icv!, m- 
whether a new idi-ctiim will occur, will puH- 
eibly be known io-daj or to-morrow. In any 
cttsfe lot tho oloctors of Esquimau town nlve 
no opoouraijoment to Qbstruotivo oamlidnio.s. 
Tho conoorii boa tried to govora tho country 
for II yi MT und have ingloriftUflly failed. Tho 
Eanuiuiqilt road is just ns deeply covered 
■willi mud, just as miry uh it won u yeiir af^o ; 
110 liiliiigH have been roceivnd of the ini,-<^Mij^ 
S1800; wd uo attempt hu» Icon made to 
iropruve the road for the winter. So it will 
continue to be an long as the priOSCDt party 
^etnains poTror* 



Up Klver News. 

On Thursday last the new river steamer 
Hope performed the best day's work that 
haa yet been done on the Fraser. At eight 
o'clock in the morning slip left Hope for 
Yale heavily laden, and made tlie trip in 2 
ho'Ts and 45 minutes. After adei.iy of two 
hours in discharging her cargo, she proceed- 
ed on hor down trip, touching at Hope and 
Harrison River for passengers, nnd after tak- 
ing in a full supply of wood at Langley, she 
reached Now Westminster atfl o'clock, thus 
performing the entire distance wilb in 13 
hours. This aflords a further illustration— 
if such were necessary— of the safe and per- 
lei^t prawticabdity of river navigation up to 
Vale, and no doubt will materially tend to 
enhance the value of property in that flour- 
ishing locality. The trail thence to Boston 
Bar will bo fully finished for tha opening of 
the Spring iriule, which not only cuts off all 
the old dangerous mountain travel, but cur- 
tails the distanco one day's march — a state 
of things which already i)romises lo produce 
iioud fruit, as packers on the roulo are now 
re,idy tu contraet to take freight from Yale 
lu Lyttoii ut 5 cents per lb., wliereas the 
rales of ihe past seasim averaged 13 cents. 
This reduction, taken in coiineclion with 
thai by stearuboal, will have the eflect of 
directing a preponderating proportion of tho 
freight for the upper country lhrou^>h the 
val ey of the Frasor for the future ; the more 
particularly as a liplehdidr^natutal wagon 
route from Lytioii upwards has lately been 
discovered, abounding in excellent feed tlio 
entire distance, and offering a shorter anj 
more direct line to the Cariboo country, 
which is now admitted lo be ilia (ountdiii- 
head of the gold fields of British Columbia. 

The iiccQunis from the Cariboo are of the 
most promising, nay, extraordinary desorip. 
tion, not only lis regards gold, but other val. 
uablo minerals. Silver ore has been found 
in Bcveral localities, and oinnebar, so richly 
charged with quicksilver that it exudes on 
the slightest contact, has been found in 
a pure slate in smoll quantities in the pock- 
ols of the rucks. Gold, also in a state of 
amalgam, has been lound, one sample o! 
wliich liaj been submilled to our iiiiipeolion ; 
;ind a pro-speclor, pat:ning ont dirl, wa.s in- 
tinitely surprised to find the gold ring on his 
fi.iger completely silvered over after a few 
hours' work. Quart/, leads are to be found 
all over this great mineral district, und pure 
copper, as well as coal, has been found on 
tlie .-urtace iii many places, 

Cariboo is about 300 miles dislarit from 
Lytion, whi'di must be the line of route, ns 
n (Cariboo) lies to the eastward of Alexan- 
der and oonscciuontly more remote from the 
Lill'ootti trail, HI addition to which, as has 
alreaiiy l")eu observed, there is a finenaUiial 
wagon-road the entire way. Now is the time 
for a stage lino enterprise, which would 
atfofU a bettor remuneration for mve,,tmeiit 
than aay other, if wa tuay lake California or 
Australia as a guide to our prediction ; and 
if any additional raiuon need bo adducetl, 
it is to be found in llie fact that the mining 
.-ea-oii in that eoiintty is so compaiati voly 
short lliat all miners louiid there will be sure 
l„ lake advuiilaye of any opportunily thai 
would expediie their journe.- thither ; for a 
few aaditional dollars, will count as nothing 
ill cuiii|iarison with several additionul days' 
w.irk v\ lieie the reinnis are so large.
